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THE compiler in the course of his studies soon found out the want of a book 
containing, in a moderate compass, lists of words to be learnt previous to appearing 
for examination in the colloguial—a want apparent to every student of the 
Hindustani language as spoken in the Madras Presidency. Not being able to procure 
any work of the nature specially of'use jn Southern India, he followed the prevailing 
custom and prepared his own lists, placing the words under certain general headings, 
with the Hindustani rendering as given by the Moonshee. As progress was made 
in the study of the language, words were added and the lists have been revised, 
compared with the Dictionary and ultimately arranged alphabetically. The order 
of the headings is arbitrary, and the grouping of the words may seem in some cases 
also arbitrary, but it is difficult to place only once words which might be well-placed 
under two or three headings. Every endeavour has been made to keep down the 
size of the book, but the type has been chosen more with the view to clearness than 
compactness, and though the matter might be printed in a smaller compass, the 
compiler believes it would be at the expense of legibility—by no means a recom- 
mendation to a student. The compiler originally intended to add lists of verbs, 
adjectives, and adverbs, but want of time to complete them with the care bestowed 
on these now published, and the ease with which students availing themselves of 
Shakespear’s Dictionary can, without much fear of mistake, make lists for themselves, 
has caused him for the present to postpone the publication of them. He trusts the 
book now published will prove as useful to students as the original lists did to him 


The column nearest to the English contains the Hindustani words that are most 
useful and which should be learnt first. The middle column contains words that are 
spelled incorrectly by many, words that are used in a sense different to the original 
meaning, and words that are slang. The words in the last column though known 
to Musselmans generally are not much used in conversation.
